The framers of the Constitution were too 
patriotic and too sincere themselves to fore- 
see that they would be succeeded by a gen- 
eration that would permit tyranny to se- 
cure a foothold in a democracy. It the 
Constitution had provided that the Census 
Bureau should fix the reapportionment at 
the time the census was taken there would 
be no evasion. But by giving the right of 
reapportionment to Congress a loophole was 
provided which unpatriotic and unscrupu- 
lous politicians are using to deprive several 
States of their just representation in Con- 


gress. 

Such willful flouting, either by Congress 
or the State Legislature, of the fundamental 
principle of representative government is 
a flagrant controversion of the rights of the 
governed.

A CANCER COMMISSION ; 

Senator Neely of West Virginia wants 
a Federal commission appointed to investi- 
gate the various “cancer cures” and pass 
upon their merits or demerits. He has in- 
troduced .. bill in Congress to authorize the 
appointment of such a commission as well 
as the payment of a prize of $5,000,000 for 
a perfect cancer specific. 


The object of the bill is worthy enough, 


but one wonders if the offer of such a re 


ward would increase the interest taken by 
scientific investigators in the subject. 
They have been diligently seeking such a 
cure for many years, and some of the most 
eminent of them have given up the search 
as hopeless. A prize of $100,000 has been 
offered for some time by the Cancer Re 
search Society of Brooklyn, afd a like sum 
has been hung up by Lord Atholston of Can- 
ada. There is also the annual Jung prize 
of $5000 for cancer research, and not long 
ago Sir William Veno of Manchester offered 
a $50,000 reward for “a positive cure or 
preventive.” 

It would be worth to humanity many 
times $5,000,000 if a sure specific could be 
found, and it is well to encourage the re- 
search. The death rate from cancer has 
grown from 74.4 per 100,000 of the popula- 
tion of the United States in 1911 to 92, or 
greater than that resulting from tubercu- 
losis in all forms, which, according to the 
latest records, is 90.6. 

It is well that this country should lead 
in cancer research work, and the commis 
sion proposed by Senator Neely dcubtless 
would stimulate interest in the subject 
among laymen. But scientific investigators 
are not supposed to look for great mone 
tary rewards for their labors. The discov- 
ery of a cure for cancer would be in itself 
such a reward as comparatively few men 
of science ever have achieved.

LOS ANGELES SEES A VISION 

Ten years trom now the city of 
Los Angeles expects to have 9,000,- 
000 inhabitants and to be the larg- 
est city in the world. Its Chamber 
of Commerce insists that it has al- 


ready passed Detroit in population 
and that it is pressing forward on 
the trail of Philadelphia, with Chi- 
cago in the middie distance and 
New York just this side of the goal 
it hopes, to attain. . 

Maybe it will do all these things: 
maybe it will not. He wouid be a 
foolish and shortsighted person 
who tried to restrict within nar 
row limits the boundless op- 
portunities for development in 
the Far West. Southern Califor- 
nia is noted for making extrava- 
gant claims, but it is also noted 
for making good on boasts which 
others consider extravagant.
